CONSTANTINOPLE, June 6.—The situa- 
tion of affairs so far as the settlement 
of the questions in dispute between the 
Turkish Government and the representa- 
tives of the powers regarding reform in 
Armenia is concerned, shows considerable 
improvement to-day. This improvement is 
undoubtedly due to the firm attitude of the 
powers in positively refusing to accept 


any modification of the programme — 
out for the improvement of the condition 


of Armenia. 

The Turkish Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
Baid Pasha, has paid frequent visits to the 
British Embassy since the reply of the 
Porte to the note of the wers was 
livered, and it is hoped that it will result in 
persuading the Sultan to accept the in- 
evitable as gracefully as ble. 

The incident of the assault made upon the 
French officer by a Turkish officer may be 
regarded as closed, for the Turkish Govern- 


ment has assured the French Embassy that 


it will accord full satisfaction and that 
indemnity will be paid to the French offi- 
cer. In addition his assailant will be tried 
before a military tribunal and punished if 
found guilty. ' 

Advices received here from Jeddah to- 
day show that there is no improvement in 
that portion of the question between the 
Turkish Government and the Powers. 

The news received here confirms the state- 
ments, made exclusively in these dispatches 
yesterday, that the sanitary regulations in- 
sisted upon by the Powers to prevent the in- 
troduction of cholera into Europe by pil- 
grims returning from Mecca. were at the 
bottom of the recent. murderous assaults 
upon the representatives of Great Britain, 
France and Russia. The riotous Bedouins 
have destroyed the cholera noes erected 
at Jeddah for the care of sick pligrims trav- 
ing to and from Mecca. The Tufkish ga 
rison at Jeddah has been reinforced, 
foreign population will remain on boa 
ships in the harbor until the arrival of the 
warships of the Powers, when their safety 
will be guaranteed and order restored. 


The Porte’s Motive. 


LONDON, June 6.—The impression here 
is that the Porte purposely Grafted its 
reply to Great Britain, France and Russia 
in unfavorable terms to gain time. The 
Rowers, it is said here, will send the Porte 
a still stronger note backed up by war- 
Ships. It is believed here that Russia is 
back of the Sultan. 


HER FIANCE'S LEGACY, 


Miss Violet Brown Has Difficulty In Be- 
curing Possession. 


Miss Violet Brown, daughter of the late 
Gov. B. Gratz Brown, is meeting with de- 
termined resistance from her betrothed 
husband’s relatives in the courts of New 
York th her efforts to realizé upon her 
legacy under the will of her affianced, the 


late Frederick Maxwell Somers, a literary 
man of ability and reputation. Somers died 
at Southampton in January, 18%, of pneu- 
monia, after maki a-will leaving his en- 

tire estate, about „000 in securities, to 
Miss Brown, who was at that time living 
at Kirkwood with her mother and sister, 
the well-known artist, Miss Lillian M. 
Brown. 

The will was made while Somers was on 
his death bed in a hospital at Southamp- 
‘ton, and was drawn by a lawyer engaged 
by Wm. J. Ritchie, Somers’ most intimate 
friend, and companion of his voyage. 
Somers read it, approved it unqualifiedly, 
and signed it in the presence of the matron 
of the hospital and Somers’ nurse, who 
witnessed the instrument. 

he will was admitted to probate in 
England, and the securities devised by it 
were turned over to Miss Brown, Mr. 
Ritchie placing them in her hands upon his 
return to New York. 

Miss Brown's inheritance from her be- 
trothed was immediately made the subject 
of litigation, the basis of which was a 
claim that Somers was of unsound mind 
when he executed the will. The dontestants 
are Mrs. Hannah Somers Thirkettle of 
Vineland, N. J., Somers’ mother, and his 
brothers and sisters. The case is now in the 
Surrogate Court.

1893, in eastern district of Texas, and sen- 
tenced for two years’ imprisonment; Ar- 
thur W. Wilbanks, convicted in California 
and sentenced February 21, 1 to two 
years; Thomas Triplett, convicted in Illi- 
nois, pardon granted to restore citizenship; 
‘Wiley Kirk, convicted in Missouri, fine re- 
* mitted on payment of costs; Andy Colbert 
and Osborn Dunfore, each sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment in Indian Territory ; 
Andy Bowen and Penny Frazier, sentenced 
in Arkansas for eighteen months each. 

The President denied a pardon in the case 
of Stephen Russell, convicted in Arkansas 
for murder in Indian Territory, sentenced 
to hang, but whose sentence was com- 
muted to imprisonment for life by President 
Harri son.

MATE BOTSAT'S 


BRUTALITY. 


After Shooting Roustabout Me- 


Kenzie He Put Him Off the Boat. 


WORSE THAN SLAVERY DAYS. 


Botsai Holds a Roustabout’s Life No 
More Valuable Than That of 
a Horse. 


John McKenzie is the colored roustabout 
who was shot last Sunday by Mate Charles 
Botsai on the steamboat Mary Morton. 

McKenzie was picked up Tuesday near 
Nieleff’s Landing, III., by the steamboat 


Idlewild. He arrived in St. Louis Thursday 
morning. 

McKenzie told a Post-Dispatch ‘reporter 
the following story of the shooting: “‘Char- 
lie Botsai began abusing me about noon 
Sunday and I answered him back. He be- 
came angry and drawing a revolver shot 
at me twice. One of the bullets struck me 
in the left leg and the other in the stom- 
ach. I rolled down a stairway into the 
hull of the boat, and lay there as though 
dead. Botsai then got frightened and or- 
dered two deck hands to pick me up. When 
they brought me to the air I revived and be- 
gan-groaning. With an oath Bostai ordered 
the pilot to land near Y¥Nieliff’s Landing. 
When the boat reached shore I was put 
off and left to care for my wounds as best 
I might. I wandered around all afternoon 
trying to find a house, and finally I sank 
exhausted on the river bank. I remained 
there until Tuesday morning, 
Idlewild came down and took me on. I 
went down to Cape Girardeau and then 
came back to St. Louis with the boat.” 

McKenzie told this same story to Captain 
Verder of the Idlewild. McKenzie is mar- 
ried, and lives near Eleventh and Morgan 
streets. His wounds are inflamed from 
lack of prompt medical 
may result fatally. 

Charles Botsal arrived on the Mary Mor- 
ton Thursday morning. A Post-Dispatch 
reporter asked-him about the shooting, and 
he denied that there had been any disturb- 
ance on the boat. He said the report that 
he had shot a man was news to him, Sev- 
eral colored roustabouts on the Mary Mor- 
ton were questioned concerning the shoot- 
ing. All professed not to have been on the 
boat at the time. They knew, however, that 
McKenzie had been shot. McKenzie said 
Thursday morning that he would apply for 
a warrant against Botsai immediately. 

In case McKenzie dies Botsai will have 
to be dealt with by the State authorities. 
United States District Attorney 
states that the Federal authorities have no 
jurisdiction in cases where death results

The case was dis- 
missed for want of prosecution. 

On April 6, 1893, while mate of the same 
steamboat, Botsai was tried for a similar 
offense committed on another roustabout 
named Dick Harris. This case. was also 
dismissed, as the prosecuting witness failed 
to appear. 

Two years ago Botsai quarreled over a 
trivial matter with one of the-colored cooks 
on the boat, a mere boy, while on the river 
near Chester, Ill. Botsai shot him dead, 
He was tried for murder, but uitted. 

Capt. Leyhe of the steamboat dlewild, 
under whom Botsai worked as mate, gives 
him an exceeedingly bad reputation. He 
said that he is a hard task-master and that 
his tyrannical disposition always causes his 
crew to look upon him with dread. When 
full of whisky, as is often the case, Botsat 
is said to be ever ready for a fight, but 
r ploks the men with whom to quar.
